CAMP KNOX HEAT 


A well-trained, but disgruntled 


group of Ohio National Guardsmen 
returned to Circleville Saturday 
after a 15-day period at Camp 
Knox, Ky. The training was splen- 
did for the youths, several de- 
clared, but conditions under which 
the "war maneuvers" took place 
were scored by the soldiers. 


One guardsman, who has at- 


tended camps for a number of 
years, said: "This was the worst 
encampment in the last 10 years. 
If sloshing through dust is part 
of the usual camp routine, we 
don't care for any more. For the 
last 13 days we put up with 14 
hours of work daily. The country 
in which the camp was located is 
covered with two inches of dust. 
We were allowed two baths week- 
ly, and the drinking water was 
limited to nearly a quart of water 
a man daily. We had no time to 
properly wash our clothing,

alone cleaning 
our 
trucks 
and 


other equipment." 


Several other persons who at- 


tended the camp expressed their 
opinions of the dust and dirt in 
similar terms.

camp was a success so far as 
training was concerned.

HOOVER APPEALS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—(UP) 


J. Edgar Hoover appealed for pub-

PITY THE PEDESTRIAN 


S 


TATE, county and municipal officials 


have shown tremendous enthusiasm 


for good-road programs, but except in rare 
instances all of it has been directed toward 
"the 
development of accommodations of 


.vehicular traffic. Even in thickly settled 
communities, the numerous towns and vil- 
lages built up here and there along state 
highways, pedestrians are forced to use 
the vehicular lanes or take to the gutter or 
fields. 


The natural result is a condition alike 


hazardous to motorists and travelers afoot. 
Motor cars again and again are forced into 
collision, in swerving out of the way of 
walkers and too often because of confusion 
of drivers or pedestrians run down, the lat- 
ter with serious or fatal consequences. Even 
When casualties are averted the strain up- 
on the nerves is disastrous to health and 
comfort. 


This isn't a matter to be merely depre- 


cated and dismissed from 
mind. Some- 


thing has to be done about it, and a new 
law isn't enough. Any highway system that 
fails to take into account the needs of the 
pedestrian is a reproach to the community. 
It is unsatisfactory from the standpoint of 
both safety and efficiency. And there is no 
better time than now to give the problem 
serious and decisive consideration. 


Pedestrian lanes cannot be provided in 


sparsely settled regions where the foot 
traveler is a rarity, but highways within 
walking distances of large centers of pop- 
ulation and through suburban and rural 
settlements should be built with the pedes- 
trian as well as the motorist in mind.

IN THESE DAYS of complaint 


about the high cost of hospltaliza- 
tion, and the plans for hospital 
insurance on the community basis, 
I was inter- 
ested in visit- 
ing a hospital 
the other day 
that still car- 
ries on under 
the old pay- 
as-you-go sys- 
tem.

rinse isn't very beneficial. In that 
case mild h?nnu shampoos 
or 


rinses are best, as they bring out 
the reddish glints in the hair. 
When black hair has become dull 
and lusterless, ho\vever, and has 
no reddish tinge, a bluing- rinse 
does wonders to it. For this rinse 
gives color and sheen to drab ebon 
locks. 


The bluing rinse for black hair 


really is simple to administer. 
The bluing used, of course, is not 
the ordinary laundry bluing. It is 
a special ha'ir bluing that is car- 
ried in most beauty shops; the 
same type of hair bluing that is 
used for beautifying gray hair. 
There are different tints of hair 
bluing, ranging from a pure to a 
purplish blue. 
But it is the real 


deep blue shade that is used for 
brunette hair. 


Before administering- a bluing 


rinse, it is wise to give the hair a 
hot oil treatment, as outlined in 
my 
"Beauty 
Culture" booklet. 


After the oil treatment, the hair 
should be thoroughly shampooed 
with a pure, bland soap in liquid 
form. 
Thrn all soapy 
lather 


should be rinsed from the hair 
with tepid water, and the lather- 
ings and rinsings continued until 
all 
the 
oil 
has been removed. 


When the oil has been completely 
removed, the hair should be rinsed 
of all soapy lather with clear wa- 
ter. 
Then a rather strong solu- 


tion of the bluing should be made 
and used as the final rinse. After 
this final rinse, the excess mois- 
ture should be removed from the 
hair with a warm towel and the 
hair should be permitted to dry 
naturally, if possible. This proce- 
dure helps to bring out 
lovely 


bluish highlights and sparkles in 
dull, lusterless black hair.

BERLIN, Aug-. 17—(UP)—The 


Eleventh Olympiad is over but the 
question "who won?" lingered on 
today. 


Germany, host to the athletes of 


the world, announced formally and 
with finality that she was the vic- 
tor. 
Her youth amassed 559'i 


points in the 119 events on the 16- 
day program against 46S 5-6 for 
the United States. 


But American coaches were sat- 


isfied that their charges had prov- 
en themselves the greatest athletic 
team ever assembled. 


Many German points were won 


In such little 
known 
Olympic 


events as city planning, art. tan- 
dem-bicycling, and double-kayak 
canoe racing. 


The bulk of America's points, 


on the other hand were run up in 
such major sports as track and 
field, in which U. S. athletes cap- 
tured 12 championships; men's 
swimming, in which they took four 
of eight titles and team honors; 
women's swimming, in which they 
won two titles and the team prize; 
and rowing, in which Washington's 
huakies won the blue ribbon eight- 
oared event. Other points were 
scored in such representative com- 
petitions as wrestling, weight-lift- 
ing-, basketball (in whJch the Stars 
and Stripes triumphed), boxing, 
and the modern pentathlon, in 
which a trio of American army 
officers took team honors. 


The Germans who paid 7,500,000 


marks ($3,000,000) to watch the 
games believed that "one event is 
•a good as another." 


Substantial accuracy of the Ger- 


man compilation of points for all 
events, big and little, was not 
questioned. 
Based on the usual 


system of 10 points for a first and 
5-4-3-2-1 for the next five finish- 
ers, the United Press tabulation 
gave, for all 119 events 
of 
the 


Olympics: 


Germany 580%; United States 


470 5-6; Italy 186 13-22; Sweden 
167 1-11; Hungary 158 2-11; Japan 
153 13-22; France 152 9-10; Fin- 
land 
145^4; Holland 136 1-30; 


Great Britain 115 1-11. These "big 
ten" of International competition 
were the only ones to score more 
than 100 points. 


As for distribution of gold, silver 


and bronze medals for firsts, sec- 
onds and third, Germany won 29 
gold medals, five silver

bronze. America won 24 gold, 20 
silver and 12 bronze. No one else 
was even close.

More Duck Laws 


Ohio hunters may shoot ducks 


for 30 days, between Nov. 1 and 
Nov. 30, this year, the U. S. de-
